WEQANS Life happy, as well as ho- 
nourable, I have, in every Thing, fubmitted to 
the Will of my Wife: And this, I can truly fay, 
not more from a Convjétion of the great Duty of 
Obedience, than to avoid Contention, and to pro- 
mote Family Peace, and Good-humour in my 
Houfe. It is now eleven Years fince the kindeft 





and the tovelieft of her Sex honoured me with the 


Poffeffion of her Sweetnefs: In all which Time, 
*till within a little more than a T'welvemonth, the 
has condefcended to make my Servitude my Delight, 
abridging me only where my Withes were ftrongeft, 
and mapas tomas. to Excefs; and indulging 
me in every Thing indifferent in my own Opi- 
nion, or defirable in hers.. This uniformity of 
Conduct had rendered us the Admiration and Envy 
of all our Acquaintance ; there was hardly a mar- 
ried Woman who vifited us, but propofed me as 
an Example to her Hufband, and treafured up the 
Maxims of my Wife, as fo many Leffons for her 
own Conduét. We were, in fhort, a Couple who 


left, not Happinefs to Chance; one plann’d what 


the other executed, and both enjoyed the Fruits of 
our Care. Alas! Mr. Trott-Plaid, 1 with the 
Bufinefs of this Letter was only to tell you of my 
Happinefs ; but that (however well fecured as you 
may think) has known its Period, and I am at 
prefent the moft miferable of all Beings. 

It is now about a Year fince a grave Clergyman 
from Oxford came to board with us. To this 
Gentleman a no Seducer of what my Wife 
calls her Virtue) I owe all my Misfortunes. He 
had not been a Month in the Family, before I ob- 
ferved that my Wife’s Head had taken a political 
Turn; the Affairs of her Family began to be neg- 
le&ted ; and notwithftanding we owed our entire 
Support to a genteel Poft I enjoyed under the Go- 
vernment, 1 was compelled every Day at Table to 
hear that Government abufed, At every Glafs af- 
ter Dinner, a Laugh and a whifper’d Toaft be- 
tween my Wife and her. Friend, gave me freth 
Caufe of Uneafinefs. My eldeft Boy made his 
Appearance in a Plaid Waiftcoat, and my Girl’s 
Peiticoat and Doll were of the fame Stuff. I was 
pleafed, indeed, at firft, to hear the Child checked 
by her Mamma, for drinking the King over the 

‘ater; but was as much difpleafed at the Reafon 
of that Check, which was, that ‘fames was a plain 
Name, and would fave the Trouble of fuch un- 
neceflary Diftinctions. 

Upon this Occafion it was, that I took upon 
me, for the firft Time, to make a Remonftrance, 
in private, to my Wife: Which tho’ I did with 
all the Submiffion of a Husband, I found, to my 
Coft, that 1 had done wrong. . Inftead of the 
Compliance I in fome meafure expected, I was up- 
braided by her as a mean-fpirited Wretch ; one 


who was willing to fubfift by Shame, and to ac- 
knowledge Favours from a Set of Men, whofe 
Friendthip was a Difgrace to me; and that if I 
expected the Continuance of her Regard, I mutt 
think of fome other Means of fupporting my Fa- 
mily, than by an infamous Place, given me by 
‘thofe, who derived their Power of beftowing it 
from one who wanted Right to confer that Power. 
You will judge of my Concern, Mr, Trott-Plaid, 
at thefe Words,—I was forry to differ in Opinion 
from my Wife, and yet was almoft apt -to ima- 
gine that Opinion a little unreafonable. To think 
of giving up my Poft was an impraéticable Thing, 
and to live under the Difpleafure of my Wife, an 
impoffible one. I intreated her to proceed with 
the utmoft Caution in this Affair; and telling her 
I would afk her Friend’s Advice in .it, I left her to 
confult him, 

I had the Pleafure of finding this honeft Clergy- 
man of acontrary Opinion. He faw no Objeion, 
he faid, to my holding a Place under the worft of 
Governments, provided I endeavoured, as much as 
in me lay, to ain Oppofition to thofe who had 
obliged me. That neither Religion nor Confcience 
required me to refufe Favours from the Hands of 
thofe whom it was my Duty to deteft. That an 
Oppofition of this Kind was the more meritorious, 
as it was the more difinterefted ; and the Hazard of 
Property would be the beft Proof I could give of 
the Sincerity of my Zeal. That all Men were un- 
der an Obligation to -provide for their Families in 
the beft Manner they were able; But tho’ Neceflity 
compelled me to eat the Bread of Shame, yet Con- 
fcience forbad me to live a Life of it. It was no 
Sin, he faid, in War, to plunder the Enemy that 
we have firft killed: And, by a Similitude of 

‘ Reafoning, he conceived it was as innocent to plun- 

der the Friend we intended afterwards to kill. That 
Meafures, more than Men, wanted aChange ; and 
that Power was the fureft Means to ruin thofe 
who raifed us to it. That for his own Part, 
he had Hopes of Preferment himfelf from the Go- 
vernment, which he intended to accept of without 
Scruple, as it might furnifh him with the Means of 
doing Good, and of keeping weaker Men from 
Power, whofe miftaken Gratitude for Obligations 
might tempt them to make unfuitable Returns. 
For thefe Reafons, he faid, he begged Leave to dif- 
fer from the good Lady of the Houfe, and advifed 
me to continue in my Poft, as it ferved me ina 
double Capacity, both for private Support, and na- 
tional Advantage. 

I cannot conceal the Satisfaétion of my Mind at 
the Reafoning of this worthy Gentleman. I fub- 
mitted entirely to his Opinion; my Wife who is 
the beft of Women, was eafily brought over by her 
Friend, and domeftick Harmony was again reftored. 
The Groans of our bleeding Country indeed were 
too often in our Ears, and fomewhat difturbed the 
Tranquility of our Minds ; but the Hope that every 
one would have bis own at laff, fet all things right, 
and we live: in Expectation of the happy Change. 

It was about this Time that my Wife, who had 
very much improv’d her Spelling under the Tuition 
of her Fricnd, commenced Writer in the Cauf. 
A Pamphlet, called the State of the Nation, and 
Three Letters to the Whigs, are the Produ& of her 
Invention. In thefe the fo well fucceeded, that 
many were of Opinion they wanted nothing but 
Truth to be finifh’d Performances. Indeed that 
noble and free Spirit of Scandal, which is the Cha- 


racteriftic of thofe Pamphlets, is fufficient Evidence 
that their’ Author could be no other than a 
Woman. 

We had the Pleafure, foon after this, to learn 
from the Clergyman, that a Friend of ins in the Ad- 
miniftration had prefented him to a conliderable Be- 
nefice in the Country. The godd Min received 
our Congratulations upon the Occafion with Tears ; 


and taking a moft affectionate Leave, he retired to - 


his Living. The Satisfaction we received in our 
Friend’s Promotion would hardly ‘have made us 
amends for the Pains of partaking with him, if 
an unfortunate Accident, and fome Information that 
followed it, had not opened our Eyes to fee that 
worthy Gentleman in h’s proper Charaer, 

My Wife was bufied in her political Studies one 
Day, with her Baydey’s DiGionary before her, when 
I received a Metlage from above, that my Employ- 
ment was taken from me—I enquired into the 
Meaning of fuch Procedure, and | was anfweredy 
that | was an infamous, ungrateful Fellow; one that 
deferved hanging ; and if I did not mend my Man- 
ners and my Wife, the Government inight poffibly 
take a feverer Notice of me. With thefe Words 
the Meffenger left me; and I retired to my Wife's 
Apartment for Comfort and Advice, ‘That heroic 
Woman, inftead of calling my Diffimulation a Mif- 
fortune, gloried in che Occalion, —It was now, 
fhe faid, fhe would apply to the People for that 
Emolument the Enemies of their Country had dif- 
poffefled me of. That fhe had long been folicited 
by the Proprietors of certain News-Papers to lend 
her Abilities, That fhe had defired Time to con- 
fider of their Propofals, but was now determined ; 
that fhe had indeed, for fome Weeks paft, admini- 
ftred Helps to Old-England, and the London Even- 
ing Poft, and had occafionally furnifhed a few Papers 
upon Naval Affiirs in the Fool ; but that the Wri- 
ters of thofe Papers were fo incorrigibly dull, that 
her bare Intervention was of little Ufe; the there- 
fore declared, as the Miniftry had provoked her to 
plan their utter Ruin, fhe would hetitate no longer 
to undertake the fole Dire€tion of them.

Berlin, July 16, N.S. 
"T SHE King of Pruflia returned hither from Stettin 
lat Friday Evening, and fets out for Potzdam 
early on Sunday Morning. 

Hogue, July 23. On Saturday laft the States of Hol- 
land affented, with a very {mall Alteration, to the 
Scheme for replacing the abolifh’d Farms by fome new 
Taxes By their Refolution the Magiftrates of the 
feveral ‘Towns «te empowered ta raife, in the Manper 
they fhall think proper, amongft the Inhabitants of 
their Diitrict, the Quotas preferibed to them, and to 
deftrain in Default of Payment: But in cafe the Ma- 
giftrates fhould fail to remit to the Public ‘Treaiure, at 
the End of every Month, the Quotas of their sefpec- 
tive Diftri€ts, they are to produce the Reafons for it, 
and the Prince of Orange is to judge of their Validity ; 
and in cafe his Highnets fhould not in Equity think 
them fatisfaétory, the Magittrates themfclves are then 
to be diftrained, as having been neglectful in the Exe- 
cution of their Truft. After taking this -Relolution the 
States feparated, but are to meet again Tomorrow, when 
they are to terminate this Affair by Refumption, and to 
draw up the Placart to enact this new Regulation. 


Peterfourgh, June 29. The Court has received a 
Plan from Mofcow, containing a clear and dittinét View 
of thai City, in the Condiion it was before the Fires 
happened, and in each of the Quarters the Ravages they 
have made are particularly dritinguifhed, It appears 
from hence that there were five dittinét Fires, viz. On 
the z1/t and 26th of May laft, and on the 2d, qth, and 
sth of June, and thefe in five feveral Quarters of the 
City. “Bui notwithitanding this, the Lofs 1s nothing near 
fo yreat, or the Mifchief fo terrible, as was reported. 
In the whole, there -have been reduced to Athes three 
Convents, thirty two Churches, one thoufand nine hun- 
dred twenty-four Houfes, including Stables, Barns, &c. 
befides fourteen Brewhoufes, thirteen Hofpitals, five pub- 
lic Baths, and twelve ‘laverns. As there were in this 
City upwards of feventy thoufind Houfes, and fix hun- 
dred Churches, it is clear that intlead of a Half, there 
is not a twentieth Part of it confumied. M. de Petzold, 
his Polifh Majefty’s Minifter, has received pofitive Or- 
ders from his Court, not to meddle my farther, direét- 
ly or indire€tly, with the Affair of the Count de la Salle. 
Aa Ambaifador is arrived at Altracan from the new Shah 
of Perfia, and is on the Road hither, which gives great 
Satisfattion to the Court. W. E. 

Hamburgh, July 16. They write from Norway, that 


the Heat continues fo violent in that Northern Country, 
that they are apprehenfive of bad Confequences from 
it.

Pofmania, July 10. According to the Advices which 
we have received concerning the Fire which happened 
at Vilna, the Inhabitants might eafily have extinguifhed 
it at its Beginning ; but the Hatred which they bore to 
the Jews, amongit whom it began, prevented them from 
exerting themfelves till it was too late : For the Flames 
having communicated themfelves to the Cathedral 
Church of the Greeks, a violent high Wind arofe, 
which carried the Fire into feveral Streets at once; 
this in fhort occafioned fuch Defolation, that ten Churches, 
together with feveral Religious Houfes, and above twen. 
ty magnificent Palaces, were reduced to Afhes, as was 
likewite the Quarter of the Merchants, together with 
their Merchandize, More than 300 Inhabitants perifh- 
ed in the Flames, and were buried under the Ruins. 
This Year, fince the Month of May, it is remarked, 
Fires have been very fatal to this Kingdom, fince not 
only the great City of Mohilow, upon the Frontiers of 
Ruflia, a Part of the Domains of the Crown, has been 
reduced to Afhes, but the large City of Trocki, and 
the Cities of Poloczko, Jaroflow, and Pofnania, have 
greatly fuffered by Fire. 1b. 

Drefden, Fulyt5. The laft Pofl from Poland bring 
us an Account of another great Fire which has happen- 
ed at Ponig; it began a little before Sun-fet, and was 
not extinguifhed till ‘'wo o’Clock in the Morning, in 
which Time 160 Houfes were burnt to the Ground, and 
many others damaged. ib.

dena, Parma, Placentia, and Guattella. We are aflu- 
red, that all Points in Difpute between Great Britain and 
France are adjuited, and that thofe between Great- Britain 
and Spain are on the Point of being adjutted ; that the 
frit of Auguft is fixed for opening the Congrefs, when 
Count Beilucheff Rumin will affix on the Part of Roffia, 
Count Taube, as Miniiter trom Sweden, Baron Slerdorff 
fiom the Elector of Cologne, and Baron Wochtendonk 
on the Behalf of the Elector Palatine. The Evacua- 
tions will be made in the fame Month. ib. 

Chambery, Fuly 4. If Appearances are not always 
falacious, we fhall fhortly re-enter under the Dominion 
of our lawful Sovereign. ‘The Spaniards are making all

Rome, Fuly 6. N.S. The Pope, being defirous to 
encourage the Introduction of Commerce in the Eccle- 
fiaftical State, has caufed an Edi& to be publifhed? by 
which he grants the Exemption of all Duties upon 
Woollen, Silks, and Linnen Manufaétures, that are in- 
troduced into the faid State; as likewife the Exemption 
of Duties on the Exportation 6f them Abroad. 

Florence, Fuly 9. N.S. The Duke de Richlieu, Ge- 
neral and Commander of the French Troops at Genoa, 
is fhortly expeéted here, from whence he propofes to 
proceed for Rome and Naples. The Hon. Capt. Her- 
vey, who fome Time ago commanded his Britannick 
Majefty’s Ship the Princeffa, and .who now’ commands 
the Phoenix, has been prefented by Count Richecourt, 
in the Name of the Emperor, with a fine Gold Snuff- 
Box, fet with Diamonds and Emeralds, ip Confidera- 
tion of the great Service he did, in towing out of the 
Mole of Leghorn, the Merchant Ship which -had acci- . 
dentally taken Fire there. By the lateft Accounts from 
the Auftrian Army, twenty-fix Battalions remained at 
the Line, from Brugato to the Bifcia; and the reft of 
the Troops, for Want of Subfiftance, were retired to 
the Milanefe and the Lodefan. General’ Brown has 
now fixed his Head-Quarters at Lodi. 

Liege, July 23. N.S. Marfhal Saxe fet out laft Sa- 
turday from Bruffels for Compeigne ; 45 Squadrons of 
Dragoons are aétually marching from the Low Coun- 
tries to the Pais Mefline, and the three Bifhopricks. 

Hague, Fuly 20. N.S. The States of Holland met 
lati Wednelday according to their Adjoufnment, and re- 
fumed the Confideration of the Plan for authorizing the 
Magittrates to levy, | apy gn the Quotas that 
each Diltri&t is to furnifh, in liea of the Taxes which 


_have been lately abolifhed. They have now confirmed 


their Refolution of laft Saturday ; and as it is appre- 
htnded that the Magiftrates of fome of the Towns, 
fuch as Harlaem and Leyden, will not be able to obey 
the Orders of the States in the Collection of their Quo- 
ta’s, Commiflioners are to be appointed, in order to affift 
the Magittrates of thofe Towns in the Execution of their 
Office. The States of Guelderland feparated a few 
Days ago; but before they broke up, they refolved to 
continue the Impofts and Farmers upon the old Footing s 
prom. fing, however, at the fame Time, to give the People 
al! poffibie Satisfaétion as to the Grievance complain’d 
of : But the Mob was not to be fatisfied with this De- 
clarati~n ; they ftill perfitt in demanding to be exempted 
from all Manner of Taxes, and have aflembled in a tu- 
multuous Manner in feveral Parts of the Province, where 
they have committed great Diforders. There has been 
alfo of late fome Diiturbances in North Holland, on 
Account of the Tythes; from which the Country Peo- 
ple thought they were fikewife to be freed; but upon 
the Advancement of fome Regular Troops, every Thing 
feems to be pretty quiet there again. General d’Aylva 
is appointed by the Prince of Orange to put in Execu- 
tion the Plan relating to the Incorporation of 30 of the 
Regiments that are Prifoners of War in France.
